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whe weptun shipyard in Rostock, a Soviet corporation, is laying off :.,C00 men of its 
lshor Porce of 8,000. It is builiine seiners and luescers for the USSR. Elnatves are 
still riveted here, in contrast to the ovecole-owned shinyards, where »ietes are welded. 


Une oeonle-owned ship repair yard in Wismar is reconstructings two cl¢-type passen- 
ger ships, of about 18,000 cross register tons each, for the USSR. ‘The st.ipa are said 
vo be of Dutch origin. 


Jt tne oeople-owned \JAarnow shipyard in Warneruende four passenger suips, of about 
ww,yO00 sross register tong each, are under repair for the US3h. These snins had been 
sent to Dangis by the Germans to orotect them from air attacks during iorid Wer II. 
Before the Soviets marched in, the Germans scuttled the ships. The Sovicts. subsequent- 
ly sGlvaged them, 


The People's Shivyard in Stralsund is filling repvurctions orders [cr lucgers, 
whieh are beings completed richt on the slinpways., The Soviet inspectors occasionally 
turn over « lurger to the GDR, but only defective ones, The shipyard has ijaid off 
1,500 men because of luck of suitable steel and sheet metal. It is bolieved that the 
Sovi ets encounter more difficulties than before in illegally importing this material 
from the Gest. 


Despite the fact that enterntkses in the GDR are restricted in their use of 
copper alloys, the Soviets insist on lavish use of bronze on the passenger shins 
whieh the shipyards in Wismar andl Warnemuendse reconstruct for then. 


Tour different types of ocean-going vessels for the GDR are at present under 
consideration, They range from 4,500 to 6,000 gross register tons. Wo decision has 
ug yet been made as to the type of propulsion, dteunching of the first vessel is 
plenned for 1952. 
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
